There are jn the United States to- 
day three interesting settlements of 
Waldenses, the Protestants of the 
Italian mountain regions, followers of 
Peter Waldo, of Lyons. There are 
settlements in Missouri and in’ Utah,, 
but the largest and most promising 
centers about the town of Valdese, in 
Burke county, N. C. 

The sufferings which the forefathers, 
of these peculiar immigrants endured 
in Rurope for centuries proved them 
to be almost saints. In 1655 there 
was a massacre by order of the Duke 
of Savoy,- which was-more terrible 
than the recent one at Kishineff. The

The North Carolina Waldenses are 
holding firmly to the customs of the 
old country.

hand and threatened. The result was 
the treaty of Pignerol, which restored 
the Waldenses to their former privil- 
eges. For many years they have been 
living as peacefully as any other Ital- 
ians. The valleys of the Alps have 
become crowded, however, and the 
tariff put on beef by the French gov- 
ernment cut off their stock raising 
profits, eo it was decided to establish 
colonies abroad. 

One of the missionaries sent out in 
1893 to find new homes for the over- 
plus was the Rev. Tiofilli Gai, who 
finally wandered into the Blue Ridge 
mountains in the neighborhood of Mor- 
gantown. We carried back a favorable 
report and was followed vy a commit-, 
tee of three farmers, who arrangtd to 
buy three thousand acres _of cheap 
mountain Jand, to be paid for on year- 
ly payments extending over twenty 
years. The time is only half up, yet 
most of the little farms have been 


‘paid for and the last debt will be re- 
moved, it is sald, by the end of the | 


coming year. 

Even the traveler, passing through 
on’ the Southern railroad, notices the 
difference when the train stops at 
Valdese. The people are too small 
and swarthy fur mountaineers of the 
“tar heel’ type. The language is a 
terrible mixture as yet. The children 
and more apt of the elders speak 
Burke county English, which would 
be a source of eternal joy to an artist 
in dialect. The others speak French 
and Italian, and a mixture of both. 

They are strange people, and their 
rough Carolinian neighbors have more 
than one cause of wonderment.

COLORADO AGRICULTURE, 


Enormous Profits Made by Farming 
Under Irrigation. 

Denver, Colo., Dee. 15, 1903.—When 
the officials of the Denver & Rio 
Grande railway held their annual meet- 
{Ing a few weeks ago, and looked over 
‘the earnings of the year, they wore 


‘portion of the profits arose from an 
agricultural rather than a mining 
source. The showing. was the more 
remarkable as this railroad does not 
penetrate the old farming regions 
along the South Platte and Arkansas 
‘rivera. [t is a mountain road, reach- 
ing nearly ail the best mining camps 
of the state, and traversing only the 
valleys and parks of the western por- 
lion.. The showing thus emphasizes 
toe tremendous advance which has 
been made in irrigation farming with- 
ln the last few years. 

The older’ farming sections of the 
state, especially the country around 
Fort Collins and Greeley, in the north, 
and adjacent to Rocky Ford in tho 
Bouth, probably contains the most 
prosperous and contented agricultural 
population in the United States. The 
erops reported this year from these 
sections almost stagger belief, yet are 
vouched for by unimpeachable wit- 


{nesses. For 5 ice, Mr. H. Living- 
/stone, whosé farm is located about 
olne from Greeley (postoffice, 


ment: “I had this year eighty acres 
in potatoes, sixty-ve acres in wheat, 
twenty-five acres in oats, and ten 
acres in onions: The sixty-five acres 
In woeat brought $2,500; the twenty- 
five acres in oats, $1,200; tiv’ eighty 
acres in potatoes, producing 11,000 
sacks, at least $10,000; and the ten 
acres in onions, yielding 400 sacks per 
acre, an.agyregate of from $10,000 to 
$12,000; giving a total gross return 
for the 160 acres in cultivation of at 
least $26,000 or a minimum of $145 per 
acre. My total farm expenses for the 
year will not exceed $5,000 and there- 
oF my 160 acres of ‘Célorado and 
eld county land will net me this 
year at least $21,000, or about $117 per 
acre. This land's selling price, in gen- 
eral Weld county open market would 
not exceed $110 per acre, with inclu- 
sive water rights-and, therefore, the 
cash return of this seasou’s harvest is 
more than equal to the full market 
value of the entire farm itself.” 

The potato crop of the Greeley dis- 
trict will be between 8,000 and 10,000 
ear loads. J. A. Hicks had the Jargest 
yield per acre; Afteen acres growing 


4 390 sacks per acre. Many farmers have 


raised from 230 to 250.sacks per acre 
and the average crop per acre easily 
reaches 100 sacks. The potato harvest 
{in this district will bring to the farm- 
‘ers $2,000,000. Fifteen hundred to 2, 
000 car loads have already been 
shipped to Iowa, Nebraska, Missouri, 
Texas, Indian Territory, Oklahoma 
and scattering markets. 

. In this same section there are now 
six enormous beet sugar factories, 
costing from $600,000 to $1,500,000 
each, three of them having been built 
this year. Farmers are finding sugar 
beets almdat as profitable to raise as 
potatoes. The increase in the price of 
land and the growth of :the towns in 
this region has been remarkable in 
the past few years. 

i “What has already been done in 
Torthern and eastern Colorado is now 
being done in the vallcys and parks of 
the western half of the state. In some 
Hines of agriculture-—-fruit growing. for 
instance—-the western slope already 
beats all other portions of the state.

A clock made entirely cf bread has 
been exhibited at Milan.

Miiciats of the Denver 
Grad de railway held thelr anruol meet- 
Ing ‘a few wegks ogo, ‘and luoked over 
the earnings of the year, they were 
surprised to find how great a pro- 
portion of the profits arose from an 
agricultural rather than ‘a mining 
source. The showing was the more 
remarkable as this railroad does not 
penetrate the old farming regions 


-along-the South Platta-and Arkansas 


rivers. It is a mountain road, reach- 


ing nearly all the beat mluing camps 


of the state, and traversing only the 
valleya and parks of the wéstern por- 
tion, The showing thus smphasizes 
tne tremendous advance which has 
been made in Irrigation farming with- 
in the Jast few years. 


The older farming sections of the 
staté, ospecially the country around 
Fort Collins and Greeley, in the north, 
and adjacent to Rocky Ford in the 
south, probably conteins thea most 
prosperous and contented agricultural 
population:in the United States, The 
crops reported this year from these 
sections almost stagger beltef, yet are 
vouched for by unimpeachabia wit- 
nesses. For instance, Mr. H. Living: 
stone, whose farm ts located about 
nine miles from Greeley (postofiice, 
Eaton}, makes the following state- 
ment: “I had this year eighty acres. 
in potatoes, sixty-five acres in wheat, 

m oats, and ton 
The sixty: five acres 
in woeat brought $2,500; tho twenty- 
five acres in oats, $1,200;Wae elghty 
acres in potatoes, producing 11,000 
sacks, at least $10,000; and the ten 
acres in ontons, ylelding 400 sacks per 
acre, an aggregate of from $10,000 to 
$12,000; giving a total grossa return 
for the 160 acres fn cultivation of at 
least $26,000 or a minimuntof $145 per 
acre. My total farm expenses for the 
year will not excecd $5,000 and there- 
fore my 160 acres of Colorado and 
Weld county fand 1 net’ me this 
year at least $21,000, Sr about $117 per 
acre.

The. potato crop of the Greetoy dis- 
trict will be between 8,000 and 10,000 
car loads, J. A. Hicks had the largest 
yield- per acre, fifteen acres growing 
°300 sacks per acro. Many farmers have 
raised from 230 to 260 sacks per acre, 
and the average crop per acre eastly 
reaches 100 sacks. The potato harvest 
‘tn this district will bring to the farm- 
ers $2,000,000. Fifteen hundred to 2,- 
000 car loads have already been 
shipped to lowa, Nebraska, Missourt, 
Téxas, Indian Territory, 
and seattering markets. 

In this game section there are Row 
six enormous beet sugar factories, 
costing from $600,000 to $1,500,000 
each, threo of them having been built 
this year. Farmers are findteg sugar 
beets almost as profitable to raise as 
potatoes. The increase in the price of 
land and the growth of the towng InN 
this region has been remarkable fn 
the past few years. | 

What has already been done fn 
northern and eastern Colorado is now 
being done in the valloys and parks of 
the western half of the state.

Shipment of 700 cars at $450 por car, 
ov $315,000 of cash apple auditing, 
thos giving Mesa county through the 
Grand Junction Fruit Growers’ Asso- 
ciation alone a net fruit sale of $845,- 
000, to which {ts to ba added the ship 
ments of the Whitewater Fruit Grow- 
ers’ Associatton and a lone list of in- 
dividual and independent erchard 
marketing, with a grand total of Mesa 
county fruit money for 1903 reaching 
beyond $1,000,000. 

Delta county fruit shipments this 
year include the teeming orchards of 
the famous North Fork valley of the 
Gunnison and large marketing from 
Delta, the county seat—-peaches, 
pears,. prunes, plums, apples and ber- 
ries being all represented with a total 
net fruit return this year for the corin- 
ty approxtoating $600,000. Bspectally 
prosperous are the now towns of 
Hotchkiss and Paonta, and it ts 
claimed there nover has been a fall- 
ure of crops there since’ the country 
was first sotticd. 

From the town of Montrose $75,000 
worth of summer fruits have been 
shipped with about the same Agures 
in fimal apple sale.
